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HE Defeat ef Count feckely, and the 

Batla of Great Warradin neat Presburgh, 

was butth beginning of their Sorrows; 

about 12 days after che faid Fight, he joyn’d an- 

other Body of Hungarians and Tartars, and Paf- 

fing the Rivér Mark, entred Moravia, Burnt and 

Reavag'd 16 or 18 Villages, in a moft Barbarous 

manner, and Summon’d the whole Province to 
pay him Contribution. 

The Duke of Lorrain Detach’d 500 Polamders, 
and 800 German Horfe, with 200 Dragoons, to 
advance and put a ftop to them, till the reft of 
the Army could be got together. This fmall 
Detachment met the M.lecontents, at a River 
near Ancren, in Moravia, and being furround- 
ed by them, were obiig’d to Charge their whole, 
Whether it was the extraordinary Bravery of 
the Imperialifts, or which is more likely, the 
Hungarians intimidated and difpirited by the 
foulnefs of their Caule, and the hand of Hea- 
ven, we cannot be certain; but this {mall Par- 
ty of 15co Men, routed their whole Army, Kill’d 
600 Men, Took 2000 Prifoners, 12 of their 
Standards, and recover'd all their Plunder, and 
particularly above 3090 poor Country People, 
who the Zartars had taken Prifoners, deligning 
to fell them to the Turks. 

Thus the Zurks went on Profperoutly enough 
w th their Seige, yet the Hungarians were Beat- 


en on all occanons, 


Count Teckely, to be reveng’'d for theirA ffron 
obtains 2000 Turkifb Horfe of the Grand Vier? 
and joyning to them 1000 of his own, under 
a Brother of Count Budiani, Orders them to 
pafs the River Weagb, and Ravage the Fron- 
tiers of the Hereditary Conntries between the 
Mark and Moravia ; but the Duke of Lorraix 
fending Orders to fome of theSaxom Forces which 
were on their March for the Relief of Vienns 
they laid a Snare for them, and drew them into 
an Ambulcade, which unexpeétedly furrounding 
them, cut them all off, or took them Prifonerss 
ae (bree bytes Count Budiani wag 

en, and died of hi ¥ 
rgetint) was kill’d, ses oon de 

hefe repeated ill Succeffes, mad 
Teckely mere cautious; but fill ing wah hie 
Army on the Banks of the Mark, he ravag’d 
the Frontiers of Aufiria and Moravie with con- 
tinued finall Parties; which being impoffiblet » 
prevent, the Duke of Lorrain fent him word, 
That unlefs he put a ftop to thofe Cruelties, he 
would fend Orders to the Imperial Garrifons in 
Zatmar, Zoluock, and all the Places he Poffefs'd 
in Hungary, to burn the Houfes and Paltaces of 
the Hungarian Nobility that were of his Party. 


This reftrain’d hima little, tillabout the 22d. 


of Auguft 163 . when the Grand Vilier fends 
him politive Orders to Enter Moravia with Fire, 
and Sword; andto remove his Fears of the Im- 
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perial Army, fends him the Bafla of Zz/z, with 
the Son of the Cham of Jartary ; and 25000 Turks 
and Tartars, all Horfe, to his Afiftance. 

Teckely willingly embraces thefe Orders, and 
puts him@lf in full March to joyn them ; the 
Duke of Lorrain, who found it abfolntely necef- 
fary co keep the Country open 6a thac fide, for 
the King of Pol ind, who was now upon his March 
for the Relief of Viewna, immediately March’d 
with 13coo Horle, and zoco Dragoons, Fvot 
he had none, for the Szxov and Bavaria Foot 
were not yet ccme up. 

No fooner did Jeckedy heat of the March ofthe 
Duke, but like a trne Aungzrien, he Halts on 
the River Murk, and lett the Jurls to fight the 
Battle, not daring fo much as to fhew his Face 
in it, nor any ofhis Troops; and had not the Bat- 
tle of Vienna follow’d, and the Ruin ot the Grand 
Vifier foon after, he had certainly loft his Head 
for it, that Angry Turk having vow'd his De- 
ftruétion. In fhort the Duke of Lorrain met the 
Turks and Tartars at Piffemberzb, witiria two 
Leagues of Vienna, and gave then: Battle, as it 
were in the Face of their Camp, broke their 
“Troops, drove them as it were into the Danube, 
12c00 Turks were kilP'd or drown’d, and che reft 
led to their Camp ; but Jeckely balced upon the 
Mark, as before. 

"The Duke refrefhing his Army but one day at 
Cronenberg, advanc'd to the Malecomtents, 
but they fied on the firft s of his Approach, 
‘quite ap to Tirmax in Hungary, 12 Leagues be- 
‘yond Presburgb, and never recurn’d again. 

All thefe Mistortunes befel them, during the 
fpace of about 28 days, and now came the 
Relief of Viewna, by the United Forses of Foland, 
Bavaria, Saxony, dnd the Empire, and the Jurés 
flying before them ; let us enquire into the Con- 
dvét of the Hungsrizus upon that gccafion. 

As foon as ever the routed Infidel Army bad 
sepafs'd the River Rash, and retreated towards 
Buda, Count Budiani, with thofe fame Aunga- 
rian:, who, as is hinted before, betray’d the 
Emperor, and abandon’d their Potts on that Ri- 
ver, and who fince had committed great ka- 
vages and Barbarities on the Frontiers of Stiria, 
and Croatia. Now they faw their Deliverers 
‘beaten, they turn about again, true Hungarians 
till, and now fall upon the 7urks, cut iv picces 
all thofe Turks that were joyn’d with him, by the 
Vifier’s Order, to fecure his Conveys and Re- 


‘treat,and joyn’d himfelfand his revolting Troops, . 


to Count A/premont, in Order to cut off and 
Pillage the remains of the flying Turks io their 
Retreat, 


The next thing you hear of Count Teckely, 
was , That being Order’d by the Grand Vifier 
to joyn the Baff2 of Budz, was advanc’d within 
two-Miles of Bar‘c; and hearing thatthe Poles 
were routed there, began to fhew himfelf; but 
as foon as he forsd.the Tiperial Army advan- 
cing to Barkan again, he never ttaid to hetp his 
Friends, but retired with more diligence than 
he came, whereas, had he fallen in o:: the Reer, 
of the Chriftian Ariny, that entire Vidtory had 
very probably been loft — This is another In- 
fiance of Hungarin Fidelity. 

This was Jeckely’s firft Campaign ;.and now 
we fhal! fee he lof more in the Wiater by Trea- 
ty, than he loft in the Field ail the summer. 

The Imperialifts, who hed Taken Barkan, 
Gran,Vicegrad,and feveral otherPlaces,and bring, 
Strengthned by the Bevuriza Succours, began to 
fpread themfelves, take Winter rein: in fome 
Parts of Aungary, and tu be a Terror co the 
reft; and the Emperor, adviled by the Duke of 
Lorrain, Publifh’d a gencral Pardon, or A& of 
Oblivien, to all the Ajungarians that would re- 
turn to their Obedience by a certain Time, and 
appointed Commifioners were fent t6 Presburgh- 
to give Safeguards, and Reg ifter the Submifiiga 
both of Towns and Perions. 

_ This was another Fatal blow to Teckely, and: 
his Intereft ; for upon this, the Huxgarians,who 
generally ufed to cleave tu the Strongeft, imme- 
diately deferted him, and made their Peace with 
the Emperor ; whole Countries and Towns fub- 
mitted and seturn’d te their Duty, and Teckely, 
with bis broken Troops retreated to Upper Hun-- 
§#7 3; Where we -fhall fee the fame it] Succefs 
puriving ao rls ae Vengeance, till he 
was entirely br and at laft teil j ; 
haads of. the Turks. i 

I appeal to any ferious, confidering Chriftian,. 
what Fase of a Religious War was in all this 
Affair ; begun in Treachery, carried on with 
Cowardife, and ended with Deftruétion. 

Te casnotbe, that the Ravages of the Jerrars,. 
the Blood, the Burniags and the Defvlations thefe 
Mulecouserits purlued, could be the Effeéts of a 
neceffiry Arming for the Defence of their Li- 
bertics, aad maintaining the Worthip of God ; 
for the Prefervation of Property, and Recover. 
ing the Proteftant Religian: The Proteftant Ree 
ligion owns no fuch Truce-breaking , Truft-be- 
traying Principles ; the bottom of the Defign 
appear'd, That Jeckely had promifed to him- 
felt the Crown of A/umgary, under the Bafe and 
Abje& Conditions of a Tributary to the Turk.
